Cumberland Works, N.J." The notes are somewhat worn from circulation and 
genuine. They are properly signed and endorsed. Other collectors have engraved notes of various 
denominations from other private New Jersey issuers payable on similar terms (in circulating notes 
of the State Bank at Camden and in Philadelphia.This must have been an approved practice by the 
State Bank at Camden. 

With the Philadelphia address and the exact date will that clue help find out who in Philadelphia was 
helping sustain the value of private notes in a broad geographical New Jersey, etc .area by having 
them payable in a nearby major banking city in notes of a strong and successful New Jersey bank.

The Mount Holly library close to my office has a set of the N. J. printed archives so it will be easy to look this 
up. I will print this out as a reminder to do so. 

I chased the N. J. 3/25/1776 double sheet up to $4500 but it sold for $4750. I didn't want to go > 25% above 
the price of the individual bills, but perhaps this was foolish as I have not seen another sheet like it. Doubtless 
they did exist but, like the once common passenger pigeon, were destroyed and the bills dispersed. Because of 
the complicated numbering system it is unlikely that a cut sheet can ever be reassembled. I made notes on all 
of the plate letters and numbers and can say that the numbering system, while unduly complicated, was not 
random as stated in the catalog. The graffiti on the Ford sheet, which are visible in the catalog scan, are a tally 
of the values in each of the 6 horizontal rows, added up to total the values on the 12-subject pane, which is 
then doubled to show the values of the entire sheet. A sum is deducted from this total and a balance shown. 
This convinces me that the entire sheet was actually spent for some colonial-era purchase, with the payee 
giving the payor credit for the change (as opposed to lopping off a few of the bills to make the payment exact). 
Scott Rubin said this made sense to him. Whatcha think. 

The next lot was a partial 13-subject double sheet of the 1780 U. S. guaranteed issue, missing the $20son 
each pane and one bill adjacent to one of them. This item I did get for $3500 hammer and juice. The lot after 
that, a complete 8-subject single pane of the same issue, brought $2100 to someone else. If I had not gotten 
the 13-subject item I would have bid on the single pane. Both these lots were interesting because each bill was 
stamped in red "Int. Pd. 1 Yr." Although you mention this stamp in your catalog, I had never seen it before "in 
the paper." Oddly, the otherwise very thorough catalog descriptions completely omitted mention of the 
overstamp. 

I did not bid on anything else, but did view all of the colonial paper sheets. They were a spectacular 
collection. All of the sheets, including the one I bought, showed evidence of the printing method of laying the 
blank paper sheet over the chase through 2 spindles in the gutter between the panes, then turning it over and 
putting the same holes over the spindles to line up the images with the first impressions. 

The ABNCo specimen book, which was given several catalog pages, was estimated to realize $100K and 
actually brought $170K, therefore well out of my league. But I got to view the book nevertheless. Makes you 
happy to own a BEP vignette book, a related but far less rare production.

If I take delivery in PA and then send the note to you, I will have 
to pay PA sales tax because I do not have a resale number. You mentioned that the foundation is tax exempt. 
Can you supply me with some kind of ID you use that Smythe will recognize in order to avoid the sales tax?

U.S. PLANS TO MAKE BIRDS OBESE 

Would Slow the Spread of Avian Flu, President Asserts 

In a press conference at the White House today, President George W. Bush announced an 
ambitious plan to slow the potential spread of avian flu by making birds obese. 

"Birds spread the flu by flying," the president told reporters. "So it stands to reason that if birds 
are too fat to fly, they can't spread the flu.” 

The president said that he personally developed the strategy for slowing the spread of the 
deadly flu after realizing that "obesity is America's secret weapon in the battle for global health.” 

Mr. Bush said that starting next week, government-issued pamphlets would be distributed at 
such fast-food outlets as McDonald's, Burger King, and Kentucky Fried Chicken, encouraging 
customers to buy an additional fat-laden meal and feed it to birds. 

If all goes according to plan, the president said, the global population of birds will be so badly 
out of shape and easily winded, "they will only have enough energy to sit around and watch 
television." 

But according to Charlotte Harswell, a spokesperson for the Audubon Society, the plan to make 
birds obese and unable to fly is "misguided and cruel." 

'The president's plan is essentially tantamount to declaring a global war on birds," she said. 

In response to the Audubon statement, President Bush issued a statement of his own later in 
the day: "It is time for the health-loving people of the world to ask: are you with us, or are you 
with the birds?" 

Elsewhere, former Supreme Court nominee Harriet Miers blasted current Supreme Court 
nominee Samuel A. Alito today, calling him "too experienced."

He just was a good British engraver who 
came to America and worked for whoever hired him. I believe Kenneth Scott wrote about 
him in an article entitled British Counterfeiting in New York Harbor.(in ANS Library)

denomination of a prior issue before Revere changed the denomination and the date. 

The Massachusetts State House has the original large copper plate which contains many 
denominations.

I telephoned the newspaper’s writers to find out how to contact someone who knew about the Missoun prairie 
chickens which were mentioned and after calling the Conservation department in Jefferson City found out I 
should talk to you. ,

researcher on American coins and paper money and operate through a Missouri not for profit corporation 
named Eric P. Newman Numismatic Education Society. We operate a Money Museum in the Kemper Art 
Museum at Washington University in St. Louis among other things. 

Several years ago I was contacted by the American Academy of Natural Science in Philadelphia to help them 
locate an 1824 drawing or engraving of John Audubon's "grous" which had been sought for more than a 
century and never located. It was for a design for a bank note. It had been drawn by Audubon probably in New 
Jersey, but Audubon had traveled all over Kentucky, Pennsylvania, Ohio,etc. I knew little about ornithology but 
after about a year I located the engraving which had been prepared in Philadelphia by Gideon Fairman. I then 
quietly tried to learn what "grous" we were talking about. We were aware that in 1834 Audubon had an English 
engraver prepare from an Audubon painting full size images of a three "grous" scene of a courting display 
which is well known and part of Audubon's four volume famous elephant folio of his Birds of America. A 
representative of the Academy and I have worked on the matter together quietly for several years. We learned 
that it was a pinnated grouse we were involved with. We have not contacted the Audubon Society as yet (we 
have read all its literature on the subject we are aware of) and now want to finish and write up the matter in a 
professional way. We want to keep the matter under wraps until then. No publicity. 

We have the images of the "grous" on view at our money museum with minimal explanation and hope that you 
can come to St Louis soon to see it. You are also welcome to come to see us at any time. 

We will mail you the newspaper article. We want to consider putting in our publication something of the present 
situation the "grous" is in. We hope it may help preserve the environment so the "grous" may survive. 

I look forward to your help and hope it will be of interest to you and your cause.

For more than half a century, scholars and biographers of famed bird artist and ornithologist John James 
Audubon had been stumped. In an 1824 diary entry, the young French immigrant, who lived for several years at 
Mill Grove in Montgomery County, mentioned that he had given a drawing of a running grouse to a Philadelphia 
engraver for use on a New Jersey banknote. 

It would have been a key moment - the first published illustration for the struggling artist, then 29 years old But if 
so where was it? Nobody could find it. And as time went by, many began to dismiss the story as a typical 
Audubon exaggeration. But Robert Peck, curator of art and artifacts at the Academy of Natural Sciences decided

Their quest began about a decade ago, when Newman visited the academy as part of a tour of libraries and 



Newman was an expert on the early paper currency of America and had written a definitive work on the subject. 

He didn't know of any, but he began looking. Meanwhile, Peck investigated the Audubon side of the mystery. That 
first diary reference had been on July 12, 1824. Audubon had since moved from Mill Grove, but he was back in 
Philadelphia to garner support - from the academy, the preeminent scientific institution in the country at that point 
- for his bird watercolors. That never happened, due to what historians contend were jealousies involving another 
bird artist, Alexander Wilson. But Audubon wrote that "I drew for Mr. Fairman a small grouse to be on a banknote 
belonging to the State of New-Jersey." 

"Mr. Fairman" would have been Gideon Fairman, a principal in a Philadelphia engraving firm that specialized in 
making paper currency for financial institutions. At that time, each bank made its own currency. 

Right there! 

On a trip to Chicago, Peck checked another diary, and found an entry from 1826. Audubon was in England, where 
his landmark book, The Birds of America, with full-size printings of his bird watercolors, was eventually produced, 
beginning in 1827. He noted that he presented a friend "with a copy of Fairman's Engraving of [my] Bank Note 
Plate." But had the money ever been printed? Or was it a plate that never got used? Newman combed through 
every book written on New Jersey paper money. "That didn't help me at all," he said. Then he checked the 10,000 
different banknotes issued in the United States for grouse pictures. "I couldn't find any." Finally, he reexamined 
his own collection of "sample sheets," printed with various images that bank presidents might want on their bills. 
Mostly, such sheets contain portraits of George Washington and Thomas Jefferson, images of draped Lady 
Liberties, and, above all, eagles. But finally, on a sheet issued by Fairman's firm, likely in 1825 - there! on the 
lower right! - was a grouse. 

More tidbits 

As was typical, the image wasn't signed. But while other wildlife artists of the day were producing static images, 
this had unmistakable Audubon touches - the unusual choice of species, the running posture that revealed a 
knowledge of the bird in the field, and hints of its grassy habitat. "All the circumstantial evidence lines up," Peck 
said. "He writes in diary twice he did this drawing for Fairman. And that it was of a grouse. And that it was for a 
New Jersey banknote. "And here, suddenly within months of Audubon saying he gave it to Fairman, the grouse 
appears on one of Fairman's sample sheets." 

More searches led to more tidbits. 

Eventually, Peck and Newman put together a likely scenario: Bills may have been printed for the New Jersey 
institution, the State Bank at Trenton, which employed Fairman's firm to design and print many of its bills. But the 
bank began to fail in July 1825, and its notes were worthless by 1826. Meanwhile, the State Bank of Camden had 
issued bills similar to the Trenton notes and also printed by Fairman. In those days, with so many small banks and 
so much different currency, conditions were ripe for counterfeiting. Forgers altered Trenton notes to look like 
Camden notes. The Camden bank eventually recalled its currency and burned it along with bills from the Trenton 
bank. "The failure and scandal... all that is documented as part of banking history," Peck said. Whether the 
burned notes actually contained Audubon's grouse is likely, given the timing, he said, but unproven. Peck and 
Newman also found later designs with Audubon's grouse - a $3 note for the Bank of Norwalk in Ohio and a $5 
note for the Bridgeport Bank in Connecticut. But there's no evidence that either bank followed through and printed 
the bills. 

The academy announced Peck and Newman's findings Thursday. They're being published in the fall journal of the 
Society of Historians of the Early American Republic, based at the Library Company of Philadelphia. 

As word got out, scholars began calling with congratulations - and more tidbits. 

"It's been one of the holy grails for Audubon researchers, to find out if that exists," said Nancy Powell, curator of 
collections and exhibitions at Mill Grove. Now, "it lets us know a little more about him and his art and how he 
developed it." 

"It's the eureka moment where you find that missing piece of the puzzle," said Roberta Olson, curator of drawings 
at the New York Historical Society. 

The society has all 435 original watercolors for Audubon's Birds of America. One is of a similar grouse - the 
pinnated grouse - and the society dates it to 1824, the same year Audubon supposedly made the image for 


Fairman. 


To Olson, everything fits. Other wildlife artists of the day had found that making drawings for banknotes gave 
them not only money to live on but a certain cachet. So why not Audubon? 

Peck said he thought Audubon’s little grouse drawing worked against him. To be sure, it was different from all the 
eagles and was not the sort of thing counterfeiters might use or copy. It also showed his prowess as an 
ornithologist, something he longed for in the stuffy Philadelphia science world that had rejected him. 

But the grouse was, in a word, odd. Bank managers who wanted emblems of security, nationalism, or patriotism 
might have shied away from it. "A skittish grouse known for its shy behavior, and running, would not instill in the 
customer a great sense of confidence," Peck said. "But Audubon was so swept up in his own love of birds and his 
knowledge of their intimate behavior." 

Peck and Newman know they may never learn the whole story. So much is gone. The engraver went out of 
business in 1830. The Trenton and Camden banks failed. The birds - also known as heath hens - have gone 
extinct. It's yet another detail that resonates among scholars of Audubon, whom many credit with the birth of the 
conservation movement in this country. 

But neither Peck nor Newman can resist the tantalizing possibility that banknotes with Audubon's grouse on them 
were printed and still exist. . . somewhere. Given the Trenton and Camden bank connections, they can't help but 
imagine some tucked away in a Philadelphia attic or stuffed into a Camden wall for insulation. "That is always 
possible," Newman said. "Always."

Eric, you are right, the Fairman grouse image is shown twice on the FDU sample sheet No.2 dated 1830, on 
either side of the chevalier. I’ve looked at it a hundred times but never “noticed” the grouse before. 

Fairman died March 18, 1827 according to Foster Wild Rice, and the FDU partnership supposedly ended that 
year. For this reason I have always wondered about the 1830 date on the sample sheet. Any thoughts? 

It appears unlikely to me that a New Jersey bank would have commissioned Audubon to make the grouse 
drawing for use on its notes. More likely, I would think, Fairman would have commissioned it. This would be 
consistent with the diary entries which say (in English?) that Audubon made the drawing “for Mr. Fairman 
At the time Fairman might have been working on the third series of notes for the State Bank at Camden. Only 
one denomination of that series, the 1.00, is presently known. This is not to say that others were not produced, 
just that they are not extant, or in Haxby parlance, SENC. 

One can hope. 

Does Audubon’s drawing survive, or only Fairman’s engraving, after it?

You raised some points in your grouse letter which I can answer. Our full article from the University of 
Pennsylvania Press will be issued in early September 2010 I am told and it will give more detail. I intend to 
send you an offprint when they arrive. 

The original grouse sketch was not in Fairman's records or in the possession of any collection we know of and 
it was so small it could have easily been lost or destroyed once the engraving was made.. Yet it could have 
been placed in a book, or folder, or in a container and not yet found. 

It will show that the English authorities have looked in vain in Treasure Houses in England for the engraved 
New Jersey bank note which Audubon showed or gave to a sponsor there.. 

As to the date of the death of Gideon Fairman it seems that the name of his partnership was carried on for a 
while because of its goodwill value or because it had to earn additional profit to pay Fairman's estate or to find a 
new skilled partner to devote appropriate time or to put in or share funds. It is not clear whether Jacob Perkins 
as a silent partner before he went to Europe retained a share after he went there and remained there after 
Fairman went home when Murray died. We just have to respect the names and dates on the sample sheets I 
believe along with the dates of street locations in Philadelphia.. 

I am working on another project with a minimal chance of finding something important.

Eric, you are right, the Fairman grouse image is shown twice on the FDU sample sheet No.2 dated 
1830, on either side of the chevalier. I’ve looked at it a hundred times but never “noticed” the grouse 
before. 

Fairman died March 18, 1827 according to Foster Wild Rice, and the FDU partnership supposedly 
ended that year. For this reason I have always wondered about the 1830 date on the sample sheet. 
Any thoughts? 

It appears unlikely to me that a New Jersey bank would have commissioned Audubon to make the 
grouse drawing for use on its notes. More likely, I would think, Fairman would have commissioned it. 
This would be consistent with the diary entries which say (in English?) that Audubon made the 
drawing “for Mr. Fairman ... “. At the time Fairman might have been working on the third series of 
notes for the State Bank at Camden. Only one denomination of that series, the 1.00, is presently 
known. This is not to say that others were not produced, just that they are not extant, or in Haxby 
parlance, SENC. 

One can hope. 

Does Audubon’s drawing survive, or only Fairman’s engraving, after it?

Audubon scholars all over the world are pretty excited about Eric Newman’s ’28 find. 

Newman has co-discovered an etching by bird artist and ornithologist John James Audubon. The discovery of the etching, 
which appears to be the artist’s first engraved illustration, was made in collaboration with Audubon scholar, Robert Peck, who 
is curator of art and artifacts at the Academy of Natural Sciences.The two spent about a decade hunting for the illustration that 
Audubon mentioned in an 1824 diary entry. Audubon wrote that he had given a drawing of a running grouse to a Philadelphia 
engraver for use on a New Jersey banknote. 

That reference and another a few years later convinced Audubon scholars of the existence of the illustration. But they were 
stumped. Where was it? Nobody could find it. Peck decided to give it one more try. He contacted Newman, who is a 
numismatic historian and scholar, and Newman started looking. He searched for grouse pictures, pouring over every book 
written on New Jersey paper money and checking thousands of banknotes issued in the United States. He didn’t find any 
until he re-examined his own collection of sample sheets, which are printed with various images that bank presidents might 
want on their bills. There, on a sheet issued by Fairman’s firm, likely in 1825, was a grouse, a running grouse! 

Mr. Newman, who turns 100 in May 2011, has been writing on the history of American money for 80 years. He has authored 
many articles and books on the topic, and his book on early American paper money is considered the standard in the field. He 
also has one of the finest private collections of U.S. and colonial American coins and paper money, and his gift to Washington 
University in St. Louis established the Newman Money Museum. 

Mr. Newman is also the man for whom the Newman Prize at Burroughs is named. The prize—which recognizes the 
qualities of exploration, courage and determination in a Burroughs student—honors Mr. Newman as a model of those 
qualities. The prize enables a Burroughs student to meet with a prominent American of his or her choice 
In the case of Mr. Newman, his curiosity and lifelong love of learning have led in interesting directions. “I was told that 
nobody had been able to find the Audubon illustration, and I was the one who got to find it!” he says.

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MONEY ON PAPER 


The first reference occurs on July 12,1824, when Audubon, who was then seeking 
patronage for The Birds of America in Philadelphia, noted: “I drew for Mr. Fair- 
man a small grouse to be put on a bank-note belonging to the State of New-Jersey.” 
Unfortunately, the original diary in which this record appears was lost in a fire and 
is known only through Audubon’s granddaughter’s edited transcription. The sec¬ 
ond, equally cryptic mention of the illustration occurs in the journal he kept while 
in England. Fortunately, this volume still exits. In an entry dated September 9, 
1826, the artist mentions showing an example of his grouse-decorated bank note 
to William Rathbone (1787-1868), a prominent Liverpool merchant and ship¬ 
owner whose friendship and support did much to advance the artist’s reputation 
and acceptance in England: “I remained the night at Wm. Rathbone’s,” Audubon 
recorded, “[and] presented him with a copy of Fairman’s Engraving of [my] Bank 
Note Plate.” 

The Fairman to whom Audubon refers was Gideon Fairman (1774-1827), a 
principal in the engraving firm of Fairman, Draper, Underwood & Co. of Phil¬ 
adelphia (1823-1830), which specialized in the preparation of paper currency 
for financial institutions. It was Fairman who advised Audubon to seek the supe¬ 
rior engraving capabilities in England for the publication of The Birds of America. 
Their brief interaction and its effect on Audubon was described by the artist in his 
journal and has been well documented in the existing Audubon literature. 

Remaining unexamined until now is the paper trail that traces the influence 
Audubon had on Fairman and his company. A sample sheet of images suitable for 
the decoration of bank notes, issued by Fairman, Draper, Underwood & Co. in 
1824, the very year of the fateful Fairman-Audubon meeting, serves as the base¬ 
line to document the offerings of the Fairman firm prior to Fairman’s meeting 
with Audubon. It contains a selection of some complexly engraved numerals and 
geometric roundels that were specifically designed for usefulness and decoration 
as well as for effectiveness in discouraging the counterfeiting of paper currency. 
It also presents classically draped figures representing commerce, liberty, and 
the personification of America, small portraits of George Washington, Benjamin 
Franklin, and Sir Walter Raleigh, and a number of other allegorical vignettes. Fi¬ 
nally, it includes seven stylized images of eagles, but no grouse. This sheet would 
have been offered by Fairman to bank officials to help them select images to be 
used on bank notes printed by the Fairman firm. Such notes, issued by a wide 
range of financial institutions, both state-incorporated and privately operated, 
served as currency before the United States government established a centralized 
issuing program in 1863. 

A large number of companies vied for the lucrative business of engraving and 
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printing paper money during the nineteenth century prior to the American Civil 
War. Fairman’s firm (and its successors) was one of the most successful of these, 
well known in the banking world for the high quality of the currency it produced. 
In order to maintain and increase its market share in that competitive business, 
the company offered a continually expanding variety of original vignettes from 
which its customers could choose. 

Whether the idea of using a grouse on a bank note was F airman’s or Audubon’s, 
it is quite likely that the two men saw in each other an opportunity for mutual 
benefit. Fairman was constantly in search of new and distinctive designs, espe¬ 
cially, it seems, those that reflected American themes. Audubon, needing income, 
welcomed a chance to demonstrate his capabilities as an ornithological illustrator. 
In America, where success was (and often still is) measured by financial achieve¬ 
ment, what better way for a struggling artist to make his mark than on bank notes 
specifically created to be a tangible part of commerce ? 

It is not certain how quickly Fairman was able to make the image of Audu¬ 
bon’s sketch available to his customers in the banking world. Another Fairman, 
Draper, Underwood & Co. sample sheet of unknown date, but possibly as early as 
1825, shows many of the same vignettes offered on its 1824 graphic menu; a sam¬ 
ple sheet printed in 1830 contains two examples of the vignette (fig. 13). Included 
among the new offerings is a small engraving of a running grouse (fig. 14). Could 
this be the illusive Audubon illustration ? Several details strongly suggest that it is. 

Interestingly, the bird shown is not a ruffed grouse (Bonasa umbellus ), a chicken¬ 
sized game bird that, in Audubon’s day, was commonly found in forested country 
throughout the eastern United States, Canada, and Pacific Northwest. Instead, 
the bird depicted is a now extinct eastern sub-species of the pinnated grouse or 
greater prairie chicken (Tympanuchus cupido) called the heath hen, which then 
ranged in small numbers from North Carolina to Maine. Audubon probably saw 
and may have procured a male specimen of the bird—with its distinctive courting 
feathers (called “pinnae”), which hung from the side of its neck, and the feath¬ 
erless air sacks on its throat—during one of his frequent collecting trips in the 
Mid-Atlantic states. He would have had such an opportunity during a trip up the 
Hudson River to Lake Erie and Niagara Falls, which he made early in 1824, or in 
Pennsylvania or New Jersey closer to the time of his meeting with Gideon Fair- 
man that July. The bird is shown in a running posture that is almost identical to 
that used by Audubon to depict the female wild turkey in The Birds of America. 
This turkey is based on a painting that Audubon had begun in 1820 and may well 
have been shown to Gideon Fairman at the time the two men were introduced by 
Audubon’s patron Edward Harris.

As a result we selected Journal of the Early 
Republic instead. 

Original bank note sample sheets containing the grouse engraving are in the possession of the 
ERIC P. NEWMAN NUMISMATIC EDUCATION SOCIETY, a Missouri Not for Profit Corporation, and 
in a very few other collections so far as we know. 

There are two different undated sample sheets each containing one engraved grouse from the 
circa 1825 period.

Original bank note sample sheets containing the grouse engraving are in the possession of the 
ERIC P. NEWMAN NUMISMATIC EDUCATION SOCIETY, a Missouri Not for Profit Corporation, and 
in a very few other collections so far as we know.

I spoke with Eric about an acquisition story and I have presented it below. As I note below, 
Eric welcomes your telephone call if you have any questions.

The acquisition story is more along the lines of serendipity, but I let you judge. A couple of 
years ago Eric was contacted by an acquaintance to work on a project (Robert Peck, 

Academy of Natural Sciences in Philadelphia). The full story of their work is in Journal of 
Early American History ( Discovered! The First Engraving of an Audubon Bird, Robert M. 
Peck 

Eric P. Newman, Journal of the Early Republic, Volume 30, Number 3, Fall 2010, 
pp. 443-461 (Article) (I attached this for you) 

In short Audubon had said in his diaries that his first engraving to be printed was on a NJ 
bank note. Biographers looked into this and no less a researcher than William Dillistin tried 
to find it for a Princeton University Audubon exhibit. It could not be located. Among Eric's 
collecting interests are the vignettes on bank notes and engraving as a process. Naturally this 
led him to subscribe to The Essay Proof Journal (philatellic and numismatic engraving 
periodical). He found a number of salesman's sample sheets listed in various articles and he 
collected many of these over time as part of his numismatic art collection. The conversation 
concerning the grouse was between Gideion Fairman of Philadelphia and Audubon. Fairman 
was a successful bank note engraver, especially in the earlier period of the 1820s. When the 
grouse could not be easily located on surviving US notes, Eric decided to check to see if 
there was a bird, if not a grouse on any of the sample sheets he had. Eureka!! The grouse was 
located on two different sample sheets of the Fairman, Draper and Underwood bank note 
engraving firm. These sample sheets from the 1820's confirmed that such an engraving did 


exist and the hunt continued until the elusive bank note was located which featured the 
audubon bird. There is a chance that the grouse was printed for a bank called the State Bank 
of New Jersey at Trenton (and also Camden) These would have been small denomination 
bills Unfortunately, because the State Bank of Trenton went out of business and 
counterfeiters altered worthless notes on the Trenton bank into good notes on the Camden 
bank, all of the bills threatened by this counterfeit alteration were withdrawn and none 
survived. The only other bills found with the grouse are proof notes, and so their actual 
circulation can not be confirmed. The proofs came from the Bank of Norwalk (Ohio) and the 
Bank Of Bridgeport (CT). Therefore, the associated collecting of Salesman's Sample sheets 
from bank note engraving companies provided an essential part of the answer to this elusive 
numismatic mystery.

As for my favorite artifact. Please quote me as saying I can't really pick one. There are many 
fun and fascinating artifacts on display. The one artifact I make sure to point out to visitors is 
the 1792 pattern gold piece sent to George Washington by Obediah Westwood of 
Birmingham England. His firm was trying to "outsource" in particular the production of 
American copper coins, but they would do all of our coinage to obtain the contract. In the 
course of "marketing", samples of what they could do for American were created in copper, 
silver and one unique gold piece. The gold piece was sent to Washington and featured the 
obverse with a bust of Washington and the text Washington President 1792. Unfortunately 
for Westwood, this was exactly the opposite of what Washington had in mind for American's 
future coinage. He absolutely refused to have his image on the coins. Clearly the pattern 
could not have been easily spent as it had no denomination and was unique. There is some 
small question about whether Washington earned the pattern around with him, but its wear is 
consistent with riding in a velvet pocket for a number of years. It is not often that a personal 
artifact of George Washington enters the numismatic arena. 

Other favorites just depend on the mood I am in. We have wonderfully poignant anti-slavery 
tokens from England, and a unique anti-slavery token from a rum merchant in Jamaica. We 
have lots of whimsical stuff from the 1783 Georgious Triumpho tokens made in England 
(stop and think about who won, and who lost, and realize where the tokens were made and it 
is pretty funny) to miniature Nixon inflation toy money, to a whole case of errors on both 
coins and paper money. The other thing I love are the Franklin Nature prints. Franklin agreed 
to find a way to print the delicate design of natural leaves including their veins for a 
publication and it turned out to be a challenge to his genius. Conventional hand engraving 
techniques were inadequate. Franklin had to invent a new printing method. It took him a few 
years, but genius and persistence were his hallmarks, and he found a way to create a mould 
that wouldn't shatter when lead was poured into it, allowing a durable and reproducible 
printing device to be made with the leaf designs. The designs captured were so intricate that 
is was impractical for counterfeiters to try to copy them and it decreased counterfeiting by a 
substantial amount. Franklin was astute enough to realize that he had a wonderful marketing 
tool (notes extremely difficult to counterfeit) and sold his currency printing services to 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey and Delaware. The nature print was invented in 1736 and used on 
various colonial issues and the Continental Currency notes of the American Revolution. We 
also have the original artwork used to create the eagle on the back of the Standing Liberty 
quarters. 

What makes our museum a must see destination? I think the first word is breadth of subject 


matter. We have items from 1680s (a book by Cameriarius) to the 1990s with Eunice 
Shriver's special Olympics commemoration. Eric's interest in engineering and ingenuity 
prompted us to display coin scale, coin counting and counterfeit coin detecting devices. 
These are fascinating artifacts and remind us that checking your money used to be a more 
complicated proposition. While you won't find cases filled to the brim with a complete 
variety collection of any denomination, we have a coin or two for the hardcore numismatist. 
Fugio copper, a early dollar (before 1800), $3 gold, odd denomination bills, documents from 
a counterfeiting court case, an invoice to pay for the signing of colonial currency, the 
earliest view of the city of St. Louis (engraved on an 1817 bank note) and a host of other 
numismatically related material. The Newman Money Museum offers the widest array of 
numismatic objects currently on display. A Ben Franklin mannequin welcomes you to the 
museum, as well as a wall of money related sayings. The Newman Money Museum is 
housed in the Mildred Lane Kemper Art Museum on a lower level. The Kemper Art museum 
is a premier modem art museum. Sadly, the museum will be closed from August 2, 2011 
until August 19, 2011 for renovation and new art installation.

Eric, as you enjoy the birds of Nantucket while planning your next article about the grouse-vignetted bank 
note that young Mr. Audubon showed to his friends in England, ponder this: 

• According to The Annual Statements of the Several Banks of the State of New Jersey (Trenton, Franklin S. 
Mills [Printer to the Legislature], 1844), the Mechanics and Manufacturers Bank of Trenton had $66,096.00 
worth of notes in circulation. Yet only a single pre-1844 note of this bank is known today, and that is not an 
issued note but a $2.00 proof, Haxby NJ-550 G16. There are probably fewer than a dozen genuine extant 
notes on this bank all told. It was a well managed bank that converted to a national in 1865 and through 
successive consolidations and mergers, remains in existence today. 

• This bank, chartered and opened in 1834, had $75,308.00 worth of notes in circulation within 13 months, per 
Carlos Godfrey’s history of this bank. Not a single proof or issued note from this initial series is known today. 
The engraving firm that produced this series of notes is also unknown, as are the various denominations 
produced. 

• The State Bank at Camden had $107,563.50 worth of notes in circulation per the same 1844 report 
(unaware of any fractional ones, fractional bank-issued notes are rare in N.J.). This was also a well managed 
bank that converted to a national, consolidated and merged, and exists today as a component of some 
megabank. 

• While genuine pre-1844 proofs on the SBC do exist, very few genuine issued notes do, probably <6 (one of 
them has been raised). 

• In Bob Schwartz’s May 2010 auction, there were cut-up and intact proof sheets of hitherto totally unknown 
series of notes printed by Rawdon, Wright & Hatch circa 1834-35 for three early N.J. banks, Union Bank at 
Dover, Morris County Bank and Peoples Bank of Paterson. These banks were sound at the time but 
eventually closed or failed. The proofs came out of a discarded portfolio found in a dumpster by an employee 
of a bank after the bank was acquired by a megabank and its records purged (Schwartz confirms this). 

What’s my point? That the survival rate of notes issued by successful banks during the obsolete era is 
abysmally low. It’s the failed banks whose notes are still around. 

So, it is not unreasonable to conclude that Gideon Fairman’s vignette (after J. J. Audubon) was actually used 
on a regular issued New Jersey bank note, probably of the State Bank at Camden on which notes produced 
by both Murray Draper Fairman and Fairman Draper Underwood are known. At least one of these passed into 
Audubon’s hands and he carried it about as a sample of his work. 

Are all these notes, like the heath hen itself, now SENC (Haxby’s term for “extinct”)? Appears so, until one, or 
a reliable record of one, turns up, we hope.

Thank you for your message. I am fascinated to learn that the source of the woman on the 
$3 Norwalk Bank Note was a piece of scrimshaw, as interprested by an engraver of the 
same scene from The Keepsake of 1829. I am sorry to say that I can not give you the 
exact date of the Norwalk bill, but we do know that the bank operated between 1833 and 
1849, and that the engraving company that created the note for them was Draper. 

Underwood, Bald and Spencer, a successor company to Fairman, Draper, Underwood, & co. 
from which it acquired many of the vignettes, illustrations, and embellishments used to 
produce its bank notes. It is known only in proof form. 

I hope this information is helpful. I am copying this message to Eric Newman, my co¬ 
author on the Audubon bank note paper in case he can shed further light on this subject.

By now you should have received from my friend Pete Mayer a scan of what we think is a newly discovered 
grouse note. The note is listed in Haxby as NY-325 G40 SENC. It is a later version of NY 325-G6, also SENC. 
Both notes have the FDU imprint. The small bottom vignette on G6 is described as a “chicken”, but it is definitely 
Audubon’s grouse. Pete had this note in his collection but didn’t notice the grouse until now.
